A BREW BOOK BY BARRIE 


J. OM. Barrie's latest book, “Tommy 
and Grisel.” bas been received from 
the Canadian publishers, (The Copp. 
Clarke company, limited, Téronto.) 
It is no mere novel. It is a great 
piece of character study. You hurry 
through the boot for the story which 
fascinates you so. But on reflection 
that a iiterary crime has thus been 
committed, you re ‘ead carefully in 
order to grasp every fine point of 
this artistic production. The picture 
remains with you You open a Barrie 
gallery at once and it fe never clos- 
ea@. Dickens could not inspire you to 
more than this In the crowded 
street you meet a young woman with 
haughty bearing, and think thix Is a 
bit like the Grizel of your gallery 
But the crooked smile is not there, 
and you are ever after searching 
faces for that. Boys in the «treet 
interest yor more thaa they did 
There may be a Tommy among them 
“a lad of sixteen.mysteriously plain; 
hair. iight brown and waving defi 
ance to the brash nothing startling 
about him but the expression of his 
face, which was almost fearsomely

Barrie is a daring author. He has 
taken Mberties with an old custom.

Yesterday the coroner, Dr, Sanson, 
commenced an inquest touching the 
death of James 8. Huggard, who wae 
brutally murdered at Nose Creek on 
the evering of the 7th instant. The 
fctiowing compored the jury: John

iam Elliott, Geo, Bimpeon, John 
Christie, Guy Owed 

‘The first witness called was John 
Walter Stephens, who being duly 
ewort, stated: At sum down Hug- 
gard passed me o® the tral! leading 
to his hay camp, obout ote and a bait 
miles from the camp. 1 asked when 
1 would get my toed of hay. He sald 
I could get a good load off the stack 
that 1 loaded off in the morning. I 
said 1 had tc grease my wagon to- 
night so as to be in time in the 
morting. He said he would send Roy 
to the stack with axle grease and 
that he would go ahend and get sup- 
per ready. He then went on in the 
direction of the camp I watered my 
horses at a coulee and went to the 
stack, but Roy was not there. 1 
walted for five or six minutes, Then 
1 thought I would load up, as there 
was ePough grease for the wagon I 
had about three-quarters of my load 
on when Roy came galloping o® his 
horse, He waid:) *" Mr Hugeard is 
Gead. or dying” aod jumped off the 
horse. I jumped om the horse and 
started to the camp IT found Hug- 
@ard dead. The body was lying on 
its back with a small quantity of hay 
under the head. 1 called his name a 
couple of times. I then felt his hands 
and they seemed to be cold, and thet 
his heart. I felt under bis vest. 
it was-watmthere. I told Koy that 
I would go down to Mr. Lewle and 
get them to take word to Mra. Hug- 
gard. IL recognize the axe, 1 saw it 
last tying oF some harntess near Hug- 
guard's body and saw there was blood 

of the blade, alxo the hat, 
Examited by Inepector Wilsen 
am Hugeard’s brother-in-law and am 
employed by him to haul hay from 
his hay camp. Mr, Hugeard passed 
me last night al a coulee He wae 
in a bugey lt took me 15 or 20 
minuter to drive from the coulee to 
the hay stack. + was at the hay 
stack about half an bour Uh Rey 
eame, so that from the time Huggard 
eft me titi T heard of his death was 
about 45 minutes Mr. Huggart hae 
enemies. Murray Woods t# one. 1 
beard Murray Woods say he would 
tramp HMugeard through the earth if 
he could get hold of him. This was 
about a year ago. T am fol friends 
with Murray Wine. There have 
been disputes between Hugeard and 
Carson, I heari Mi. Huff say that 
he would knock Hugsard’s brains 
out. This was about two months 
ago. Mr. Huff had a-laree stone in 
both his bands and threatetied to 
throw it st Fluggard. Hugward was 
perfectly sober when I saw him best, 
I consider Carsen atc Huff cremiecs 
of Huggard.
